A BLOODY DUEL. 


A Member of the Legislatare from 
the Parish of St. James, and a 
Deputy Sheriff Enda Quarrel 
With Shooting Irons. Both 
Parties .Kalled at the 
Third Fire. 


(New Orleans Times.) 

News reached the city last «evening of 
& bloody and fatal duel fought yesterday 
in the parish of St. James, between Dr. 
Gray, a member of the legislature, and 
Mr. Richard, a deputy sheriff. 

The duel was fought with Smith & 
Weston revolvers—distance of fifteen 
paces. Two harmless shots were fired, 
but at the third round both parties fell, 
mortally wounded, Each, it appears, 
received his antagonist’s shot in the side, 
in about the same place. Dr. Gray ex- 
pired first, Mr. Richard surviving only a 
few moments longer. 

ORIGIN OF THE QUARREL. 

We were unable to ascértain the full 
particulars of this bloody affair or its or- 
igin. It was stated to us, however, that 
sometime since a man named Jolhitison, 
proprietor and editor of the St. James 
Sentinel,got into a quarrel with a person, 
whose name we could not learn, connec 
ted with the St. James Republican. Both 
papers were republican journals, and the 
quarrel between the two related to the 
division then existing in the radical par- 
ty. Johnson first whipped his antag- 
onist with a stick. 

No resistance being made and no satis- 
faction being demanded for this affront, 
Johnson was dissatisfied, and so sent a 
chal enge to the Republican man. Exact- 
ly what became of that challenge we are 
as yet uninformed; at any rate there was 
no fight, but out of it came on a misun- 
derstanding and quarrel between John- 
son and Richard, ending in a challenge 
and an appointed time and place for a 
due]. In some unexplained way the con- 
templated fight got upon the tongue of 
rumor, and both parties were arrested 
and held to bail to keep the peace. 

It was at this juncture Dr. Gray got 
mixed up in the matter. The story is 
told that he expressed himself freely re- 
specting the courage of the partics, using 
terms which were regarde@ as grossly in- 
jurious and insulting by Richard, and 
for which he, Richard, resolved to be 
avenged, Being under bond on account 
of his contemplated duel with Johnson, 
it is said that Richard sought an oppor- 
tunity to meet Dr. Gray on the public 
highway. 

Here again the thread of events is lost 
to us; but finally the matter was brought 
to the bloody conclusion stated above. 

Dr. Gray had earned some reputation 
asa surgeon in the parish, and it is also 
said of him that he passed through the 
ordeal of a legislative session without 
soiling his hands in any of the corrup- 
tions of that body. Respecting Mr. 
Richards, we were unable to learn any- 
thing beyond the fact of his belonging 
to a well known family and of his being 
a deputy sheriff,

No blows were passed, however. 

Gen. Darnell lives within a short dis- 
tance of the ferry, and, —— the 
wratigling, came down to the boat. When 
he learned what ‘was the matter, he 
turned to Coe and said: **‘Why don’t you 
kill him®’ This led to an altercation 
between Nall and the General, which re- 
sulted in the former drawing a pistol and 
shooting the General, the ball striking in 
the left breast, near the heart, and rang- 
ing downwards. When the General fell, 
the man Cole, who had come up by that 
time, drew his pistol and firing brought 
young Nall to the ground. While on the 
ground, Nall raised his revolver, and 
taking a cool aim dropped Cole dead in 
his tracks. Then Coe, the man with 
whom he had first had a dispute, pulled 
his pistol and shooting Nall where he lay, 
killed him, This ended the tragedy. 
Mr. Nall and Cole killed and Gen. Dar- 
nell mortally wounded, and in all proba- 
bility dead ere this. 

General Darnell is aman of about 65 
years of age, a man of large property 
and unbounded hospitality. He had a 
very vindictive temper, and when once 
aroused it was uncontrollable, and has 
figured in several deadly feuds. He leaves 
a larges family. 

Mr. Albert Nall, as stated, was a son 
of Squire Robest Nall, an old and highly 
esteemed citizén of Lake county. He 
was a man of about thirty years and 
leaves a family. The Coe’s and Cole 
were but little known.
